Wage and price freeze in Britain 


LONDON (U P Ii—Prime Minister 
Edward Heath today ordered wages 
and prices in Britain frozen for 90 
days, with a provision for a further 
60-day extension. 
Heath told the House of Commons 
that 
the 
government 
had 
no 
alternative but to bring in statutory 
measures to fight inflation 
The’ 
order followed three-way talks with 
industrial chiefs and union leaders 
which broke down after three days. 


The freeze comes into effect 
immediately and will be enforced bv 
retroactive legislation. 
He said the government will 
introduce 
legislation 
Tuesday 
providing for a freeze in wages, 
prices, rents and dividends, all 
subject to a limited number of 
exceptions. 
The freeze will last 90 days after 
royal assent is given the bill. 
“ Disagreement has forced us to 


take action which 1 regard as less 
satisfactory 
than 
voluntary 
arrangements could have been,” 
Heath said to cheers from members 
of his own Conservative Party and 
jeers from opposition Labor Party 
members. 


He said he hoped the freeze would 
not stand in the way of resuming 
discussion on ways to check the rise 
in wages and prices, which has 


averaged 10 per cent in the last 12 
months.

The cabinet reshuffle involved 19 
men and six portfolios, including a 
new post to help enforce price 
restraints.

The campaign that seemingly has generated the most 
interest in Lompoc Valley is the contest between

MacGillivray, seeking a third term in the Legislature, 
and his challenger, Gary Hart, a Santa Barbara 


educator, making a second try for public office after his 
defeat for Congress in 1970 by Congressman Charles M 
Teague. 
The campaign has been a bitter one with the 
incumbent strongly attacking the challenger's stands on 
eradication of the death penalty, approval of the 
marijuana issue and school busing Hart has responded 
by strongly criticizing the voting record of the 
incumbent on vital issues and MacGillivray’s failure to 
list the contributors to his campaign 
The race is for the 36th Assembly district which 
embraces all of Santa Barbara County and a portion of 
southern San Luis Obispo County. 
Congressman Charles M. Teague, Republican, is 
seeking his 10th term in the House and is being 
challenged by Democrat Lester D Cleveland of Simi 
Valley. Teague has built his record on assisting 
constitutents in their problems, backing and sponsoring 
veterans legislation, support of agriculture and bringing 
contracts and grants to businesses and communities of 
his district. Cleveland, first mayor of Simi Valley, 
claims professional training in urban problems which he 
feels qualifies him to attack the problems besetting 
America today.

U.S. criticized for S. Viet buildup

North Vietnam said today the U S 
strengthening of South Vietnamese 
armed forces endangers any peace 
agreement because it is in violation 
of the spirit of the accord, “ which 
should have been signed by now." 
The Viet Cong again appealed for 
the United States to sign the 
agreement but said it was ready 
otherwise to fight on 
The North Vietnamese statement 
was broadcast by Radio Hanoi and 
heard in Saigon It said the U S. 
buildup of Saigon forces “ also 


threatens 
the 
breaking 
of

agreement ’’ “ This act of war runs 
counter to the spirit and contents of 
the complete provisions of the 
agreement which should have been 
signed by now,” the official North 
Vietnamese radio said. 
The broadcast one came day after 
Secretary 
of State 
William 
P 
Rogers 
said peace 
negotiations 
would 
resume 
shortly, 
but 
expressed caution that the war itself 
would end before several more 
weeks 


The National Liberation Front 
(N FL) and the Alliance of National 
Democratic 
and 
Peace 
Forces 
concluded that “ the development of 
revolutionary warfare cannot be 
stopped,’ Radio Hanoi said. 


The joint conference called on the 
United States to sign the draft peace 
treaty, but warned the Viet Cong 
were prepared to continue fighting 
"to complete victory” if necessary. 
Radio Saigon said today the South

Nixon, 
quietly, and 
George S. McGovern, on the move, 
rounded out their campaigns today 
with major polls and several leading 
newspapers forecasting the chief 
executive will bury his Democratic 
opponent in a landslide Tuesday. 
Nixon spent election eve at his 
home in San Clemente, Calif., taping 
a half-hour television statement, 
punctuated with film clips, for 
broadcast this evening. He will vote 
in California Tuesday morning then 
return to the White House to await 
the returns. 
McGovern arranged to wind up his 
final day of campaigning at Long 
Beach, Calif., 60 miles from the 
Western 
White 
House, 
before 
returning to Sioux Falls, S.D., where 
he will remain to follow the returns. 
The South Dakotan started his 
final campaign day with a walk 
along New York’s Fifth Avenue, 
where he and wife Eleanor were 
jostled by wellwishers. He then flew 
to Philadelphia for a campaign stop 
enroute to California 
In New York, when a reporter 
showed him a newspaper headline 
reading 
“ Nixon 
Will 
Win 
By 
Landslide,” McGovern responded 
with a weak smile and asked: “ Do 
you have any other good news for 
us?” 
Election eve polls, and surveys by 
major newspapers, gave Nixon the 
biggest 
margin 
going 
into 
an 
election since Lyndon B Johnson’s 
big lead over Barry Goldwater in 
1964. 
The latest Gallup survey gave the 
President a 61-35 per cent edge with 
3 per cent undecided and the 
remainder for other parties. The 
Harris poll: 59-35 per cent for Nixon 
with 6 per cent undecided 
The Washington Post and New 
York Times, on the basis of their 
own surveys, predicted a landslide. 
The Times suggested Nixon would 
carry at least 48 states. 


McGovern’s best hope for an 
upset, according to his strategists, 
lay in a big turnout of newly 
registered voters, particularly those 
enfranchised by the amendment 
giving 18-yearolds the vote. 
Weathermen 
predicted 
good 
Election Day weather for most of 
the nation, with mild temperatures 
and rain in only about a third of the 
country. But no great turnout was in 
prospect for this election year in 
which voter apathy has been much 
in evidence. 


While Nixon was the odds-on 
favorite to remain in the White 
House, there appeared little chance 
his coattails would carry sufficient 
GOP 
numbers 
to 
overturn 
Democratic control of Congress. 
The Republicans would have to pick 
up a net gain of six Senate seats and 
a net increase of 39 to win the 
House. 
Nixon talked like a winner on a 
radio broadcast Sunday, in which he 
appealed to the nation to forget 
bitter differences that have been 
highlighted during the campaign and 
unite behind the victor. 


McGovern continued to hit hard on 
the antiwar theme he has sounded 
from the outset of his try for the 
White House, insisting that the 
President 
was 
misleading 
the 
country about prospects for peace in 
Indochina. 
Nixon’s gap in the polls was 
second only to the 28 points by which 
Johnson led Goldwater on election 
eve four years ago. 


ONE OF THE largest ballots in California history may 
have many Lompocans in this quandary tomorrow when 
they enter the election booth, but both city and county 
officials are hopeful many will accept the challenge. 


DOD wasn't informed 
of peace talk progress 


SAIGON (U PIi —A highly placed 
American civilian source said today 
that failure of the White House to 
keep

informed of truce talks progress led 
to a last minute stampede to eet new 
weapons into South Vietnam before 
a truce went into effect.

Defense 
Department officials apparently had 
not been informed of the terms of 
the proposed agreement until it was 
ready 
for signing 
When 
they 
learned it would ban introduction of 
any new or additional weapons and 
provide only for replacement of 
existing 
weapons 
in the South 
Vietnamese army, they protested. 


At that point, the stampede began 
to bring in new weapons prior to 
signing of an accord In Washington, 
the Defense Department announced 
that

was

The

About 120 of the F5s were believed 
to be involved in the “ loan.” 
Military sources said the planes, 
stripped of their wings, were being 
flown into Bien Hoa Air Base, 14 
miles northeast of Saigon, in big C5 
Galaxy transport planes. They were 
arriving at the rate of six or more 
per day, three planes aboard each 
C5. military sources said. More than 
24 of the planes have arrived, the 
sources said. 


The U.S. Air Force also brought in 
32 of its big Cl30 Hercules four- 
engine, turbo-prop transport planes 
for the South Vietnamese Air Force 
despite the fact that it hasn’t a pilot, 
air crewman or ground crewman 
trained to fly the planes. The planes

the

Vietnamese airlift capacity. 
Other C5s began hauling in M48 
tanks 
and 
armored 
personnel 
carriers to Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut 
airport and more heavy artillery 
was expected to arrive soon.

Showdown on taxes expected when state legislature meets

One way or another, a bruising 
new showdown on taxes seems inevitable when the “ lame 
duck 
legislature reconvenes Wednesday for a brief post- 
election session 


Legislative leaders of both parties caution against 
expecting major issues such as taxes to be resolved in the 
three-week session and forecast that most w ill be pushed 
into the 1973 session starting in January. 


pending in both houses Leaders polled by UP1 indicated 
those “ bread and butter" measures would be cleaned up 
but that a tentative Dec. 1 deadline for calling it quits 
leaves little time to come to grips with the big issues. 


The legislature’s attorney has said the lawmakers must 
wind up the session by Dec 1 so that the constitutionally- 
required veto session of five days or less 30 days later 
wouldn't conflict with the start of the next year’s regular 
session Jan 8. 


When the lawmakers recessed last August for a three- 
month vacation. They left behind unfinished property tax 
relief, school finance, no-fault car insurance and legislative 
reapportionment. 


In addition, there are about 650 other lesser bills still 


Approval or defeat by the voters Tuesday of Prop 14. the 
so-called tax limitation initiative, holds the key to which 
way the looming legislative tax battle will go. 
If it is passed, Gov. Ronald Reagan and legislative 
leaders have warned that the lawmakers will have no 
choice but to enact a billion dollar plus tax increase to 


maintain state functions and school aid at their current 
levels. Chances are, however, that action on such a hike 
wouldn't occur until 1973. 
If it is defeated. Reagan has said he will send a $1.1 billion 
tax cut, school finance and income tax cut package to the 
legislature. And. if the lawmakers fail to approve it and 
submit it to the voters by Jan. 31. he warned he will 
personally lead an initiative campaign to have it enacted at 
a special election 
Meantime, Democrats such as Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti and Senate leader James Mills have countered that 
if Reagan travels the initiative route, they'll sponsor a 
ballot measure of their own aimed at closing tax “ loo­ 
pholes." This would be placed side-by-side on the ballot 
with Reagan’s. 
Sen. Fred Marler Jr., of Redding, Senate Republican 


leader, observed the initiative competition might not even 
stop there. He noted that special interest groups must also 
qualify tax initiatives and foresaw a possible initiative 
“ war." 


Other issues, such as no-fault insurance and school 
finance seem destined to be handled in 1973. Most 
Republican and Democratic leaders expressed belief that 
the long held-over issue of legislative reapportionment 
would be resolved finally by the state Supreme Court. 


They also seemed agreed that the legislature would take 
some action to come to grips with the court’s recent 
controversial decision which held that environmental 
impact reports must be filed on private developments as 
well as public projects which pose a “ significant" affect on 
the ecology 


Polls give Nixon big lead

history,' the newspaper said 
The

victory over McGovern. 
A state wide poll published by the 
Plain Dealer Sunday showed Nixon 
with 54 per cent of the vote, 
McGovern 
with

cent. American Independent party 
candidate John Schmitz with .3 per 
cent.

Wethern and his wife, Helena, 29. were 
taken into custody last week after the 
bodies were foundrThey were charged with 
narcotics violations. 
Allen said that Wethern and his wife 
decided “ to make a clean breast of 
everything 
after accepting an immunity 
from prosecution promise from the district 
attorney ’s office. 
Meanwhile, in nearby Sonoma County 
authorities said they searched for seven 
hours in the El Verano area but failed to 


turn up any more bodies. 
The search was started after it was 
disclosed that at least six Hell’s Angels or 
former 
members 
of 
the 
club 
have 
disappeared recently. Investigators said 
they would resume the search when they 
receive “ better site information." 
District Attorney Duncan James said the 
discovery of the three bodies was “ the 
beginning of the end" for the Angels whose 
gang was formed 25 years ago and who 
became involved with drugs and stolen 
property. 
Four Angels have been arrested on 
charges of murder or accessory to murder. 
The charges were filed after the bodies of 
two men and a woman were found on the 
150-acre ranch. The two men had been shot 
and the woman died from a drug overdose 
Wethern said he and his wife along with 
their two children moved here three years 
ago from Oakland 
He said he was a 
member of the club for 10 years.

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Indians want to 
talk with President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
About 
500 
determined 
American 
Indians 
loudly 
rejected the government’s 
final offer to voluntarily 
vacate the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs building early today 
and 
requested 
President 
Nixon to intervene in the 
fiveday dispute. 
The Indians, who have 
occupied the building four 
blocks 
from 
the 
White 
House since Thursday, were 
given an ultimatum by the 
Interior 
Department 
to 
leave by 8:00 a.m. EST, or 
risk violation of a federal 
court order. 
The administration may 
ask 
U.S. 
District 
Court 
Judge John Pratt to find the 
Indians in contempt of his 
order if they fail to comply, 
according to an Interior 
Department spokesman 
The Indians, who earlier 
had torn down barricades, 
hastily 
re-fortified 
the 
building 
with 
furniture, 
business machines, desks, 
and display cases following 
their 
overwhelm ing 
decision 
to 
ignore 
the 
government 
settlement 
proposal. 
The 
Indians 
sent 
a 
telegram to Nixon in San 
Clemente, Calif., requesting 
that he fly back to meet with 
their leaders today. They 
also urged Nixon to appoint 
a 
special 
12-member 
commission, comprised of 
seven 
government 
appointed members and five 
Indians, 
to 
negotiate 
a 
settlement. 


The government proposal 
which contained the eviction 
notice 
also 
offered 
the 
Indians the use of the BIA 
auditorium 
during 
"reasonable 
hours” 
and 
granted a number of Indian 
demands for cooking and 
shower facilities.

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Election chief 
denies many are 
getting wrong info

County Reporter 
County Election bureau chief Myrtle Heltman today 
scoffed at reports which she said emanated from 
McGovern headquarters claiming 10 percent of newly 
registered voters have been getting wrong information as 
to where to vote in the election tomorrow 
There have been “ few such cases brought to our 
attention," she said. “ Nothing like 10 percent.” 
Earlier, Mrs. Heltman said she felt that where new 
voters received voting cards giving wrong polling places it 
could be attributed to errors by “ inexperienced registrars” 
who signed up the new voters. If wrong code numbers were 
written in, the registered voters would be given a voting 
place in the wrong precinct, she said. 
Meanwhile, County Clerk J.E . Lewis was crossing his 
fingers and hoping a storm wouldn't blow up because of 
undelivered sample ballots and other election materials to 
many hundreds — perhaps thousands — of Isla Vistans once 
again. 
As fast as they were piling up in the Goleta Post Office — 
returned as “ undeliverable” due to mobile habits of 
students moving from place to place — they were being 
destroyed, according to Postmaster Ben Wells. 
Wells explained he hasn’t got the staff to resort the 
undelivered election mail and arrange it so voters can 
come in to claim it. Nor would postal regulation allow his 
office to turn it over to Isla Vistans to see that it got in the 
right hands, he said. 
Election officials said the best way to find out where you 
should vote — if you were among those not receiving 
election materials along with sample ballogs — is to “ ask 
your next door neighbor where he is voting and go there.” 
“ Don't go across the street — that may be in another 
precinct," they said. 
As a last resort befuddled voters were told to “ call the 
county election division" in Santa Barbara. 
The Isla Vista university area vote — up to a record well 
above 12,000 this year — presents an election headache 
every year, but particularly this year, it was stated. 
“ We had about 5,000 student re-registrations this year, 
and 5,000 others cancelled,” said one official. 
For years now, since the Isla Vista registration has 
assumed monumental proportions, the Goleta Post Office 
has been wrestling unsuccessfully with the problems of 
delivering the third-class election mail to students who 
can’t be found at the addresses on the envelopes.

Nixon committee reveals names

WASHINGTON

-President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign committee, 
in compliance with a consent order signed 
by a federal judge, has released the names 
of 1,284 small contributors who donated 
$488,000 during a 15-month period ending 
March 9. 


The list of contributors— ranging from 
actor John Wayne to Roy L Ash, co- 
founder of Litton Industries—accounted for 
about five per cent of the $10.1 million 
which the Nixon campaign listed as “ cash 
on hand" when a new campaign disclosure 
law took effect April 7. 


The Nixon organization had previously 
identified 283 major contributors of more 
than $1,000 each which accounted for 


another $4.9 million. 
The $5 4 million total still left secret the 
names of donors of at least $4 7 million 
collected between March 9—the date for 
filing financial reports under the old 
Corrupt Practices Act of 1925—and April 7 
when the new F’air Election Campaign Act 
took effect. 


The Nixon organization released its list 
of contributors of between $100 and $1.000 
Sunday in compliance with a consent order 
signed last week by U.S. District Judge 
Joseph C. Waddv The order was the result 
of a suit brought by Common Cause, the 


self-proclaimed “ citizens lobby” which 
contended the GOP was required under the 
1925 law to identify contributors.

SACRAMENTO < UPI i—Simple brown 
cardboard boxes have brought together 
John Wayne, Belly Laugh Music of Beverly 
Hills, Playboy Hugh Hefner and People 
Against Pot. 
Their common ground is the basement of 
the state Capitol where the archives of the 
secretary of state are kept. 
Their names are found in the brown 
boxes containing the preelection campaign 
contribution reports filed by congressional 
and legislative candidates, political fund­ 
raising committees and groups opposing or 
supporting the 22 propositions on Tuesday’s 
ballot. 
The boxes also contained the names of 
Steve Allen, Cesar Chavez, the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union and John 
“ Jake the Barber“ Factor of Los Angeles, 
an ex-convict turned philanthropist. 
All are contrubutors to California's 1972 
political camiaigns which are expected to 
cost more than $13 million—not including 
the presidential race, where around $5 
million has been budgeted. 
As of last Friday, the propositions 
accounted 
for 
nearly 
$6 6 
million 
Congressional 
candidates 
reported 
collecting more than $2.6 million by mid- 
October. And the cost of the legislative 
races will probably surpass the $3.8 million 
spent in the 1970 general election. 
Without the money, printing presses 
turning out campaign brochures would 
stop, 
television 
and 
radio 
political 
advertising would cease to barrage liste­ 
ners’ ears and the candidates could not pay 
advisers to counsel them on their every 
more. 
According to a study by Secretary of 
State Edmund G. Brown Jr., the amount of 
money spent in a campaign is closely 
correiated with its outcome. 
He said that in the primary election last 
June “ almost every race” was won by the 
candidate who spent the most money. 
“ Money really does buy votes,” Brown 
concluded. 
One of the big spenders is the California 
State 
Employes 
Association 
which 
reported it raised a whopping $1.6 million 
for Prop 15. The measure would remove 
the governor’s veto over state workers’ 


pay boosts. 
the 
initiative's 
opponents 
reported 
collecting only $19,040. 
The contribution statements also showed 
that the heaviest spending occurs in ballot 
measure campaigns where big business 
has something to gain or lose. 
A prime example is Prop. 14. the Watson 
initiative to limit property taxes. The 
proposal would raise cigarette and bank 
and 
insurance 
taxes 
while 
lowering 
property taxes on land, farms and homes. 
The California Real Estate Association 
and 
the 
California 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation have funnelled a total of 
$410,000 into the $1 million campaign for 
Prop. 14 
The Tobacco Tax Council of Virginia 
gave $100,000 to the committee against 
Prop 
14 with Title Insurance of Los 
Angeles adding another $20,000 to the 
opponents’ total of $650,217. 


On Prop. 20—the coastal initiative—oil, 
power and development companies have 
poured $899,223 into efforts to defeat the 
measure. Conservationists campaigning 
for Prop. 20 have collected $150,291. 
Farming groups amassed $491,893 to 
support Prop. 22, the farm labor initiative, 
which is opposed by Cesar Chavez and 
labor unions. Anti-22 funds totalled $75,861, 
according to the pre-election reports. 


However, such controversial measures 
as Prop 17, which would restore the death 
penalty, and the antibusing initiative, 
Prop. 21, respectively have drawn only 
$65,884 and $25,686 from both supporters 
and opponents. 
In congressional and legislative races, 
both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
candidates have raised campaign funds 
which far outdistance the salaries of the 
offices. 


Democrat Roger Boas, a San Francisco 
supervisor, collected one of the largest 
campaign funds — $178,300 - among con­ 
gressional candidates.

It is a project designed to convey the wastewaters 
of Lompoc, FCI, Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills to a regional wastewater ^treatment and 
disposal facility. 


WASN'T THE EXISTING PLANT SUPPOSED 
TO SERVE THE CITY UNTIL ABOUT 1980? 
Yes. The present plant was designed to process 
1.75 million gallons per day. The design was such 
that when the plant reached a maximum output a 
duplicate facility could be constructed alongside 
the existing plant and the two working in tandem 
could process about 3.5 million gallons per day-an 
amount which might have seen the City through to 
1980 if discharge requirements had not been raised 
to present standards. 


WHY NOT BUILD THE DUPLICATE FACILITY 
INSTEADOFTHE REGIONAL FACILITY? 
When the existing plant and its enlargement was 
designed back in the fifties, there was no way of 
knowing at the time that we were going to 
encounter great and significant pollution problems 
so the plant was not designed to meet the high 
quality processing standards demanded today by 
the state. The present plant is to be remodeled and 
additions made to meet the state's high quality 
demands. A continuation of the original treatment 
process will not meet these new state discharge 
requirements. 


WHERE WILL THE REGIONAL 
PLANT BE CONSTRUCTED? 
On present City-owned property at the existing 
treatment plant on West Central Avenue. 


HOW LONG WILL THE NEW FACILITY SERVE 
THE VALLEY? 
The initial flow through the plant will be about 3.0 
million gallons per day. Based on present known 
factors such as projected land use and population 
and 
future 
flow 
rate 
and 
effluent 
quality 
requirements, 
the 
collection 
and 
plant 
improvement changes should serve the area until 
present population equivalent of about 38,000 
increases to about 67,000. The time currently 
estimated as 1983 or later depending upon the 
extent and type of residential, industrial and 
commercial developments which occurs. 


WILL ANY EFFORT BE MADE TO RECLAIM 
ANY OF THE WATER PROCESSED BY THE 
PROPOSED SYSTEM? 
Yes. About $1 million of the total project will go 
toward 
groundwater 
reclamation 
which 
will 
involve pumps and a distribution system which 
will return the treated water to the groundwater 
resource. 


WHY INCLUDE WATER RECLAMATION IN 
THE PROJECT? 
As most people know, the underground plain which 
provides 
water 
for 
the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Is 
deteriorating 
in 
quality 
and 
decreasing 
in 
quantity. By reclaiming the wastewater, we will 
put millions of gallons daily back into the 
underground system and thereby help recharge 
the groundwater supply. It is conceivable that this 
fact alone could save water users, inside and 
outside the City, the total price of the new plant 
over 
the 
next 
20-30 
years. 


WOULD 
IT 
BE CHEAPER FOR THE CITY, 
FCI, VILLAGE AND MISSION HILLS TO 
TAKE CARE OF THEIR OWN PROBLEMS 
INDIVIDUALLY? 
No. If Lompoc attempted to go it alone, it would 
require about $4.8 million to take care of its own 
problems plus it would not provide any leeway for 
furure growth. No State-Federal funds would 
likely be available. 


THIS ALL SEEMS SO SUDDEN. HOW LONG HAS 
THE CITY KNOWN ABOUT THIS PROBLEM? 
Actually the City has been working on the problem 
about six years. Approximately four years ago it 
appointed a citizen's committee to work on the 
problem and that committee recommended that 
the City double Its wastewater service charge to 
produce a fund to help meet plant and related 
facilities requirements of the future. The future 
envisioned at that time is here now. 


HOW 
MUCH 
MONEY

Over $400,000. 


WHY NOT USE THAT TO BUILD 
THE FACILITY? 
It will be used. Actually the City's share of the 
project is $1.7 million but the over $400,000 in the 
fund has permitted the City to scale down the bond 
issue authorization and very likely the actual bond 
amount sold will be less than the $1.5 million to be 
authorized.

The City revenue bond on the November ballot 
would authorize $1.5 million of revenue bonds to 
finance the City's share of the project. 


HOW WILL THE CITY GET THE MONEY TO 
RETIRE THE BONDS? 
Wastewater collection and treatment rates will 
have to be raised a sufficient amount to meet all 
the financial requirements of the project. 


WILL ANY NEW TAXES BE REQUIRED? 
No. Revenue bonds are not payable from taxes, 
only from operating revenues. 


WILL THE PEOPLE HAVE A CHANCE TO VOTE 
ON CITY REVENUE BOND MEASURE? 
Most certainly. The City revenue bond measure on 
the November General Election ballot will require 
a simple majority for passage. 


WHO CAN VOTE ON CITY REVENUE BOND 
MEASURE? 
Properly registered voters living within the 
Lompoc City limits. 


WHEN W ILLTHE PROJECT BE COMPLETED? 
The plant is currently scheduled to be in service 
June 1, 1975. 


WHAT 
WILL 
BE THE MONTHLY 
SEWER 
SERVICE CHARGE FOR THE AVERAGE HOME 
IN TH E CITY? 
Approximately 
$5.00 
per 
month 
for 
each 
residential unit and proportional adjustment for 
other users. Industrial users are required by state 
regulations to pay on the basis of volume and 
content 
of 
wastewaters. 


WHY 
CAN'T 
THE PEOPLE LIVING IN 
MISSION HILLS AND 
VANDENBERG VILLAGE VOTE? 
The City Revenue Bond measure is to authorize 
revenue bonds to finance the City's share of the 
project costs. Therefore only the citizens of 
Lompoc are legally qualified to vote on the 
measure. The share of costs allocated to Mission 
Hills and Vandenberg Village will be paid by the 
utility companies sewering those areas. 


WHAT 
IS 
T H E 
W A T E R 
P OL L UT I O N 
PROBLEM? 
There are four agencies collecting and disposing of 
sewerage in the Lompoc Valley—the City of 
Lompoc; 
the 
FCI; 
Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills. The effluent from each fails to meet 
the minimum health criteria established by the 
Regional 
Water 
Quality 
Control 
Board. 
Additionally, 
the 
existing 
Lompoc 
sewage 
treatment plant was designed to treat 1.75 million 
gallons per day, but for the past several years it 
has been treating in excess of 2 million gallons per 
day. In short, the plant is constantly operating in 
an emergency overload condition. 


WHAT IS THE RESULT OF THIS PROBLEM? 
Three things. We are polluting the Santa Ynez 
River and groundwater basin. We are wasting a 
valuable 
resource—water—which 
should 
be 
reclaimed and conserved. Finally, we face severe 
penalties by the state if we fail to clean up the 
problem. 


WHAT ACTIONS COULD THE STATE BOARD 
TAKE? 
Require the City to stop issuing building permits. 
This would bar any new industry, reducing job 
opportunities. The City's request for state-federal 
funds would be placed at the bottom of priority list 
which could mean City would receive little or no 
state-federal monies. The Board does have the 
authority to shut down each of the sewage plants 
which is not meeting minimum requirements and 
to levy fines of up to $6,000 per day. However, it is 
more likely that the Board would also force the 
City and other communities to develop immediate 
crash programs designed to meet the minimum 
re q u ire m e n ts . 


W H A T W A S T E W A T E R 
FACILITIES ARE 
REQUIRED TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM? 
The State has told the City it must consider a 
Lompoc Valley Regional Wastewater Plan. If any 
discharger desires to proceed alone the State 
would have to be convinced that state-federal 
grant funds would be spent on the most economical 
facilities for the long-range solution to Lompoc 
Valley regional wastewater problems. 


WHAT IS THE PROJECTED COST OF THE 
REGIONAL FACILITY? 
At this time Brown and Caldwell, an engineering 
firm working on the project, estimates the cost at 
$9.3 million. 


WHERE WILL THE MONEY COME FROM? 
If the voters approve the bond issue and the project 
can 
meet 
the 
deadlines 
imposed 
by 
the 
government, the state and federal governments 
will provide the City with 80% of the total eligible 
cost of the project. The remaining 20%, plus 
certain incidental costs, will be met by the local 
communities. 


HOW WILL THE VILLAGE, MISSION HILLS 
ANDTHE FCI PARTICIPATE? 
Each entity will put in its share of the 20% which is 
not included in the state and federal government's 
80% grant. Also, each entity will pay the City for a 
portion of the City's existing plant because the new 
facility will incorporate portions of the existing 
plant into the proposed system. 


HOW MUCH WILL THE CITY'S SHARE BE? 
The City's gross share is currently estimated by 
Brown and Caldwell to be $1.7 million. The net 
share after repayment of buy-in for depreciated 
value of City's existing plant by FCI, VDC, LUS is 
$1.6 million. 


HOW MUCH WILL THE OTHER PARTICIPANTS 
PAY? 
The state-federal grant will be about $6,400,000. 
The other sewering agencies will share the local 
capital costs as follows: 
Vandenberg 
Disposal 
Company 
(Vandenberg 
Village) about $500,000; 
Lompoc Utility Service (Mission Hills) about 
$200,000, 
FCI, about $800,000.

A. Vandenberg Village Disposal Company's net Utility Plant is 
approximately 1700,000 of which 1170,000 represents the 
treatment plant to be phased out July, 1975. Their utility, prior 
to any Public Utility Commission hearings, will have invested 
approximately $500,000 of its equity capital (non-grant) for a 
contractual capacity right in Lompoc's new facilities. This is

Regardless of the root causes or timing for the next expansion 
phase of the system, the important point is that the facilities 
have been planned for that eventuality. By way of illustration, 
Stage 3 facilities will add twice the footage in sewers to the 
system as in Stage 2 and increase the capacity of wastewater 
treatment plant by 50 percent. The estimated cost of the Stage 3 
expansion, $4,221,000, is less than 50 percent of the estimated 
cost for Stage 2 facilities The actual construction date for any 
element in the system will be dependent upon need and may 
occur at a date later or earlier than that shown in Brown and 
Caldwell's report ■ 


When if becomes necessary to construct Stage 3, the $4 2 million

A. While it cannot be stated with certainty that the City would 
lose grant funds by abandoning the plan recommended in the 
Brown and Caldwell report and considering alternate plans for

A. The Brown and Caldwell report has been reviewed by the 
Corps of Engineers and while the Corps feels that another site 
would be more desirable from the standpoint of potential 
erosion problems, it feels the protection designed into the 
preliminary plan by Brown and Caldwell will be adequate. The 
cost of providing flood protection for the project is estimated at 
$949,000. The Brown and Caldwell study evaluated an alternate 
site but it was estimated that the cost of the new plant at that 
site would be $1 million higher plus significantly higher 
operating costs.

A. No. A discussion of the significant features of revenue bonds 
and general obligation bonds yielded the conclusion that the 
gross revenues required would be adequate to secure a revenue 
bond issue and thus preserve the city's general obligation 
bonding capacity for those projects which do not lend 
themselves to revenue financing. Additionally, it was felt by the 
Councilmembers and others concerned that a revenue bond 
constituted the fairest approach in that it levied the cost for the 
project against the users of the project. General obligation 
bonds, on the other hand, levy the cost of the project against 
property taxes and therefore require payment from those 
people who will not directly benefit — unimproved property,

asked for a job similar to my 
old one, I was told I was too 
old for that type of work and 
would have to take a typist 
job or none at all. Is this 
fair? 
Dear D. A.: Under the Age 
Discrimination in Employ­ 
ment Act, most workers be­ 
tween 40 and 65 may not be 
denied jobs, promotions or 
fringe benefits or be dis­ 
charged solely because of 
their age. To find out how 
the law applies in your case,

Rockefeller confident 


New York — If Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller 
were 
running 
for 
President himself he could not be 
campaigning with greater zeal and 
more 
tireless energy. 
He 
has 
crisscrossed the country several 
times, 
with 
fund 
raisers 
in 
California where he has teamed up 
with Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Rockefeller feels 
he can devote a lot 
of his effort else­ 
where because he is 
confident that Pres­ 
ident Nixon will for 
the first time in 
three tries carry 
this state. 
The Nixon-Agnew 
ticket will lose the city by a much 
smaller margin than in I960 or 1968. 
The big outpouring of Republican 
voters in the suburba and upstate 
will more than make up this loss. 
Yet 
there 
are 
disquieting 
indications that all may not be as 
well 
as the private soundings 
indicate. When the President toured 
Westchester County and Long Island, 
Rockefeller was in the lead car in 
the motorcade. At intersection after 
intersection 
the 
McGovernites 
demonstrated 
the 
power 
of 
organization. Large McGovern signs 
and anti-Nixon chants, “ No More 
Bombing,” prevailed. That was 
prior to the Kissinger peace. 
Confidence remains high in the 
Rockefeller camp. The prediction is 
that the President will carry the 
state by a margin of 200,000 to 
500,000, Contributing to this margin 
will be a majority in Westchester 
County alone of 400,000 
The governor’s zeal and the 
prospect of a longed-for victory are 
evidence of the bulldog grip the 
President has on the party. At the 
Republican convention in Miami 
Beach, with the administration in 
full control, a formula for the 
selection of delegates was adopted 
with bonu.ses in 1976 for statej 
supporting the ticket in 1972. That 
was before the landslide projection 
loomed so large and the goal seemed 
to be to put the southern and border 
states in the saddle. 
It 
became 
incumbent 
on 
Rockefeller to swing New York for 
the ticket if he was to have any say 
about the future of the party in the 
coming four years. He had put the 
President in nomination with a 
speech received with something less 
than enthusiasm. A handicap was 


having to follow Reagan, who took 
the delegates out of their seats with 
a masterful piece of Demogoguery. 
Now if the landslide projection is 
anything close to accurate, the 
delegate formula for 1976 is not so 
important. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
President’s hold on the party during 
the next four years, with the tilt to 
Spiro Agnew and the conservatives, 
is apparently unquestioned. 
Old ties and one-time friendships 
are scrambled as Rockefeller goes 
all out for victory, A conspicuous 
target is his former protege Rep. 
Ogden Reid. Reid’s sin was to 
switch 
from 
Republican 
to 
Democrat in seeking re-election to a 
sixth term in the House. A bright 
young man whose family has long­ 
time roots in the G.O.P., Reid was 
given his start by Rockefeller. 


Today the governor and his top 
aides are out to defeat Reid, whose 
opponent is Westchester County 
District Attorney Carl Vergari. One 
fund raiser at Pocantico Hills, the 
3,000-acre Rockefeller estate, put 
$38,000 into the anti-Reid kitty. With 


generous individual contributions it 
makes the Republican congressional 
campaign one of the best financed in 
the country. As of today it is a close 
race, with Reid hoping to squeak 
through on the basis of his long 
service to the distri<;t. 
As in the national picture, the 
power of the man in the office says a 
lot about how the state goes. Serving 
his 
fourth 
term 
as 
governor. 
Rockefeller can take advantage of 
every opportunity to stress his role, 
in the state and the city. Ground 
breaking for the new Second Avenue 
subway gets him into the action. 
What happens here says a lot 
about Rockefeller’s future after 
January. He denies any intention of 
going to Washington to take a 
cabinet 
job, 
insisting 
that 
his 
influence on policy can be greater 
from the vantage point of Albany 
rather than in the hugger-mugger of 
conflict in the capital. But the Nixon 
response to his heroic efforts for the 
ticket could mean an offer he could 
not refuse.

Teague's track record 


How 
has 
incumbent 
U.S. 
Congressman Charles Teague voted 
in 
Washington 
on 
national 
environmental issues? 
The 
League 
of 
Conservation 
Voters 
and 
the 
Environmental 
Policy Center have published their 
opinion based on voting on bills and 
amendments 
they’ve 
considered 
critical. 
On the basis of 14 
1971 votes and one 
this 
year, 
the 
League 
gives 
Teague a score of 26 
(Bella 
Abzug led 
with a 93) and a 
House rating of 264 
(400 was tops). The 
Nixon 
administration 
itself scored a 30. 
Scores were computed by taking the 
percentage of correct votes among 
those cast and then subtracting 
three points as a penalty for each 
absence. Teague’s 1970 score was 
listed as zero. 


Casting four out of 15 possible 
“ correct” votes, Teague scored on 
votes to restore funding to the 
District of Columbia’s metropolitan 
rapid transit system (HR8190 and 
11932), to delete funding requested 


by the Army Corps of Engineers for 
a 
vast 
Maine 
dam 
project 
(HR 19909), 
and 
to 
support 
an 
amendment to the Alaskan Natives 
Land Claims bill (HR 10367) setting 
aside 100 million acres for park or 
refuge areas after land claims 
settlement. 
Supporting appropriations for the 
SST in two bills, Teague also stirred 
the ire of conservationists by voting 
not to delete $315 from an Atomic 
Energy Commission authorization 
bill (HR9388) ear-marked to finance 
the burial of radio active atomic 
wastes in salt mines in Kansas, a 
project 
which 
the 
AEC 
later 
revealed had not been proven safe. 
In votes on a Public Works and 
AEC Appropriations bill (HR10090), 
the League secored a zero for 
Teague for his vote to supply 
funding for the Project Cannikan 
nuclear test blast on the national 
wildlife refuge of Amchitka Island. 
Other misses were logged by our 
congressman when he voted against 
amendments 
making 
federal 
controls on pesticides sterner and 
giving individuals the same standing 
in court to challenge EPA pesticide 
regulations that industries have 
(amendments to HR 10729). 
Teague also voted against an 
amendment (to HR11060 and 11231) 


which would have required radio 
and television stations to sell time to 
political candidates at their lowest 
unit rate to allow poorly financed 
candidates to express their views. 
This counted as another miss with 
the League as did another Teague 
vote to eliminate a section of the 
Federal 
Election 
Campaign 
Practices Act (HR11060) requiring 
that candidates file financial reports 
with officials in their own Districts 
as well as in Washington. This 
rquirement makes it easier for local 
media and constituents to learn the 
identities and amount of support of 
their 
representatives’ 
campaign 
contributors. 
The EPC took issue with the 13th 
District Congressman for three no 
votes on amendments to the 1972 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
bill (HR118%), one vote of which 
was 
to 
weaken 
the 
Federal 
Environmental Policy Act of 1%9. 


It must be stressed that the 
conservation 
groups 
pick 
the 
legislation for their ratings and they 
don’t 
include all environmental 
bills. Nor do their ratings reflect a 
representative’s 
record 
in 
committee 
or 
his 
overall 
effectiveness amid a welter of other 
priorities.

It proposes adoption of <a test in 
which a panel of eight persons sniff 
a ir 
containing 
varying

substance. When half the panel can 
detect the odor, this will constitute 
one “ odor unit.” Presumably, a 
plant emitting too many “ odor 
units” would be subject to penalties. 
Some 
critics 
question 
how 
scientific -such a test is. But as a 
Supreme Court justice said in 
another connection, you may not be 
able to define obscenity, but you 
sure know it when you see it — or in 
this case, smell it. 


We have been fascinated over the 
current advertising campaign for a 
certain make of automobile that 
claims the car is quieter at 60 miles- 
per-hour than a glider flying at the 
same speed but we think Ralph 
Nader ought to look 
into the 
advertisement. 
The reason we say this is because 
the 
aircraft 
pictured

the 
advertisement is clearly a sailplane 
- and not a glider. 
A glider is something little kids 
throw around. It’s something the 
Germans pushed off the sides of 
hills back in the 1920s.
